been to plant individual trees rath- 
er than groves, and the relation of 


the single tree to the forest has 
not been pointed out. 
Arbor Day is the time for dis- 


seminating sound, practical know- 
ledge regarding forcstry in its broad- 
er aspects: for informing the cbil- 
dren concerning the commercial uti- 
lity and protective value of forosts: 
the mere planting of a tree is of no 
educative value. Species have been 
ored iu many casca entirely unfittcd 
for eitber economical or ornainental 
planting; very frequent causes of 
failure bare becn tho Inck of sulfi- 
cient ¢are in doing tho work, and 
neglect, of the tress after they have 
been planted. 

Talks on- Arbor Day, aa a maiter

Distinguishing Characteristic of Late 
Archbishop O’Brien of Halifax. 


The late Archolshop O'Brien who 
passed away recently at Halifax, N. 8. 
was the son of. the late Tgtrance 
O’Brien, of New Glasgow, Prt Ed- 
ward Island, and grandson of Walter 
O'Brien, Esquire, of Newross, Wexford. 
Ireland. His father in early manhood 
went to Newfoundland, where he was 
for some years engaged In shipbullding 
with his cousin, the Hon, Lawrence 
O'Brien. Visiting Prince Edward Is- 
land later on, he married there Miss 
Katherine O'Driscoll, of Charlottetown, 
and’ settled in New Glasgow, where in 
1849ithe future prelate waa born. 

And he, fitting himself in his early 
education for commercial life to which 
bis mind seemed strongly turned, en- 
tered while quite young upon a busi- 
ness carter—only to find himself more 
and more drawn to the Church,as his 
real vocation. After a short ¢xperi- 
ence of business Ufe he abandongd it 
and Degan a classical course at Bt. 
Dunstan's College, from where he pro- 
ceded to Rome, enrolling as a student 
of the Propaganda College, He obtain- 
ed there in competition with students 
from all parts of the world the gold 
modal fur general excellence awarded 
every ten’ years, graduating also with 
the degrees of 'D.D, and Ph.D. Ho was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1871. 

Perhaps the most marked feature of 
the private If+ of the Archbishop was 
his surpassing devotion to his mother 
during life, and to htr momory after 
death. It was a more than ordinary 
fillal attachment and exerted a very 
strong Influence upon his life, In his 
sermons, his books, and in ordinary 
conversation he everywhere expressed 
the Mcal of Christan motherhood as 
obtained from her life. 

In his Jast Lenten pastoral, written 
n fow weeks ago, fresh evidence of this 
fa given in this earnest pasrage: 

“There is no spectacle on earth #0 
pleaalng to God and His Angels, as that 
of .a mother endcavoring to consecrate 
the heart and the Ips of her child to 
His service, by teaching it to pray. In 
no other way can such pure joy be giv- 
en to herself, or any service be per- 
formed for her offspring, which can 
compare with this in lasting results for 
00d. Let Christian mothers realize the 
nodility, the sacred character impress- 
ed on them by motherhood; the tender 
love by which the Eternal Father en- 
circles and annoblts them, making them 
his co-operatora in peopling the heav- 
ens made vacant by the fall of the re- 
dellious angels. To rightly acquit them- 
solves In this great work, God's: grac 
and gulfance are to be obtained for the 
ooking.”

It waa nelther in the interest of 
life insurance nor of the gentral pub- 
lic, he said. 

i Big Call Loans, ; 

Mr. Shepley went with the witness 
over the amount of call Joana made by 
the Manufacturers’ Life on the securi- 
tioa of Mexican Power & Light, and 
Electrical Development C2... which to- 
talled nearly half a- million dollars 
($460,000) in one year, and touched up- 
on individual loans made to brokers. 
one to the partner of H. M, Pellatt, and 
sub-companies, 

The 1899 Lugislation. 

Mr. Heilmuth, counsel for Ontario 
policyholders, questioned -Mr. Junkin 
quite closely as to his attitude with re- 
spect to the Insurance legislation of 
1899, and rome of the events connected 
with that campaign, Mr. Junkin sald 
he went to Ottawa afd agreed with bis 
insurance collcagues in what they asked 
from Ministers, He also showed up 
some of the Incongrulties and anomalies 
in the presentwystem of statements re- 
quired by the Government, and the 
statements issued by the company to 
policyholders. 

Take Market Value. 

Witness raid the market value of 
stocks, bonds and debentures was tak- 
en as the basis for making the annual 
statement of assets. He admitted that 
the value of the assets therefore would 
depend partilly upon the rise and fall of 
the Stock Exchange barometer, and the 
xurplua would aiso be affected. 

The afternoon's session of the Insur- 
ance Commission completed the cross- 
éxamination of Mr, Junkin. Mr. Me- 
Laughlin, for the Manufacturers’ Lig, 
Waa refused permission to question the 
witness, but he was given permission 
to submit written questions to be put 
by Mr. Shepley. 

Mr. Hellmuth endeavored to axcertain 
from Mr. Junkin the reason for the 
higher proportional expenses of run- 
ning Canadlan companies as compared 
with those of the States, but the infor- 
mation walk not clear. 

Actuary Under Fire. 

Mr. C. H. Papps.sctuary of the Manu- 
facturers’ Life, then took the stand and 
told of his experience in hia profession 
and explained his poSition in the com- 
pany. The valuation of the policies 
were under his charge, as well as com- 
puting the premiums, if there were 
any charges in the rates. 

Mr. Shepley read a statement show- 
Ing $139,344 in-profita were paid to 
policyholders for 11 years, and $173,673 
paid out In dividends to stockholders. 

How Policyhotders Fare. ~ 

Mr. Papps then gave expert acturial 
evidence on certain technical points. 
When asked what had been his general 
experience an to the estimates of pro- 
fits to policyholders and actual results, 
explained that in practically evéry case 
the estimated profits have not been 
realized, one reason for this being the 
fluctuation in the rates of interest. 

Mr. Shepley, in his examination, un- 
til the court roxe at 4.30, seemed to’ be 
trying to find out whether the Inerease4 
cost of obtaining new business would 
interefere with the profits to be divided 
among policyholders. Thia information. 
however, he could not induce Mr. Papps 
to give him. Both counsel and witness 
appeared at cross purposes most of the 
time, 

“It's now 4,30. We had Octler quit 
and go and have a sleep and. both of 
us will be able to understand each other 
better in the morning,” sald Mr Shep- 
ley, amid the loud laughter of the 
court,

The Way They Grow and How the 
A Plaats Rep; mce, 
Pineapples do not'grow on trees. Im- 
agine a plant four feet in extreme 
height from the ground to the tip of 
leaves, A single stalk at the surface, 
but dividing at once into swordlike 
_ blades ‘or. leaves, fifteen in number, 
| from the center of which appears a 
istiff, upright stem, at the top of which 
‘is the fruit. This stem is short, and the 
jerown of the fruit when fully grown 
jis a foot or more below the points of 
ithe leaves, At the end of a year and 
‘a half from planting each plant pro- 
iduces a single fruit, even as a cabbage 
®« ,Plant produces a single head. But the 
» {pineapple does not die after fruiting 
e jonce, Down on the stem below the 
©, ifralt and among the long, narrow 
* leaves a sucker appears. If allowed to 
-remain this will soon become the head 
of the plant, and within another year 
it wil} yield another fruit. This process 
may go on for a term of years. In the 
meantime, however, other suckers will 
make their appearance. 
: These are broken off, and when stuck 
‘into the ground they put out roots and 
~ ‘become other plants. Thus a single 
Pineapple iplant may produce a dozen 
or more others while it is yielding fruit 
from year to ycar. : :

Owen Sound, May 4—The tug C:ip- 
per of Midland, owned by the Spanish 
River Boom Co», sprang a leak and 
sank near the Bustard Islands on Mon- 
day; the captain, Peter McIntosh of 
French River; the engineer, Ed, Fish- 
er of Culler, and the fireman, R, John- 
son, whose home is unknown, were 
drowned. The deckhand, Beattie, suc- 
ceeded in reaching shore. 

The Cilpper was en route to Spanish 
River, and on Monday morning sprang 





on leak. The water was pouring Into 


the hold, and Capt. McIntosh decided 
jo beach the tug. | He steerod for the 
Bustard Islands, off Bruce Peninsula, 
but ran foul of a hidden rock. A wild 
spring gale arose and threatened to 
shatter the small vessel as it lay i 
paled upon the rock. 

Beattie, rendered desperate, tore 2 
dovr from the small cabin and declar- 
ed he would attempt to reach the shore. 
He endeavored to persuade his asso- 
clates t» do Ikewise, but they prefer- 
red to remain on the tug in the hope 
that a steamer or fisning boat would 
pass by In a short time. Beattle, after 
a-long period of desperate struggiing 
reached a small istand, but not the 
main taland, on which is located the 
Dominion Fish Cova fishing atatlon.

Militia Expenditure.

CLIMBING ELEPHANTS. 


Yew They Make Their Way Up aad 
Dewan Steep Ciigs. 

Elephants are able to make their 
way up and down mountains and 
through a country of steep cliffs, where 
mules would not dare to venture ang 
even where men find passage difficult. 
Thetr tracks have been found upon the 
very suminit of mountains over: 7,000 
feet Nigh. In these journeys an ele- 
phant is often compelled to descend 
hills and mountain sides which are al- 
most precipitous. This is the way in 
which it is done: The elepbant’a first 
mancurer is to kneel down close to the 
declivity. One fore leg ig then cau- 
tlously passed over the edge and a 
short way down the slope, and If he 
finds there is no good spot for a firm 
foothold he speedily forms one by 
stamping into the soll if it is molst or 
kicking out a footing if it is dry. 
When he {s sure of a good foothold, the 
other fore leg is brought down in the 
same way. Then he performs the same 
work over again with his feet, bring- 
ing both fore legs a little in advance 
of the first foothold, This leaves good 
Places all ready made for the bind feet. 
Now, bracing himself up by his huge, 
strong fore Icgs, he draws his Lind legs, 
first one and then the other, carefully 
over the edge, where they occupy the 
first places maile by the fore feet. This 
fa the way the huge animal proceeds 
all the way down, zigzag, kneeling ev- 
ery Ume with the two hind legs while 
he makes footbolds with his fore feet. 
Thus the center of gravity is preserved 
and the.huge beast prevented from top- 
pling over on his nose, R 








INSURANCE, 


The Beginulaga of This Now Common 
Mode of Frotection.

Some of the an- 
cient guilds provided compensation for 
any ‘of thelr members who suffered loss” 
from fire, but:the Insurance.of goods 
and houses as 2 distinct branch of bual- 
hess cannot be traced farther back 
than 1667, the year after the great fire 
of London, ‘ 

‘The frst regular company, the Hand- 
{n-Hand, was founded in 1696, and five 
other companies still existing were 
started in the quarter of a century 
which followed. Life Insurance was 
first undertaken by tho Amicable in 
1700.—Lordon Standard.

His Career. 

Hon, Peter White was born in Pem- 
broke, Aug, 30, 1838, the town founded 
by his father in 1828, when he cam? out 
from Scotland to enter the lumber 
trade. He was educated in the public 
schools and received his business edu- 
cation in Ottawa. He entered the lum- 
ber business in‘ partnership with his 
brother, and with head offices In Pem- 
broke began to take an active part in 
municipal affairs, occupying the posi- 
tion of reeve for somo "years. He ac- 
tively supported the construction of 
the Kingston & Pembroke Railway. 
He was first. elected M. P. for North 
Renfrew in 1874, waa unseated on pot!- 
tion and defeated at a bye-election 
which followed.’ He, howeter, captured 
the seat in 1876. He wa@ for years one 
ef Sir John A. Macdonald's “old guard.” 
Lut separated from the Conservatives 
on the Manitoba school question, be- 
ing opposed to coercion, and at the 
elections of 1836 was «defeated by 
Mackie, Liberal. He was again de- 
feated In 1900, but in 1904 was success- 
ful, holding the seat until his death. 
He was Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons from 1891 to 1896. He was oin- 
nected with several Important Indus- 
trlal and financial undertakings. He 
Was a member of the Presbyterian 
Church and was married in 1877.10 »

A Famous Prayer Book. 

At the Cornwall Spring Assizes, Miss 
Josephine Smith of Ottawa, formerly of 
Merrickville, was acquitted of a charge 
of retaining and diverting to her own 
use ® Roman Catholic prayer book 
printed in Paris, France, in 1500, and 
believed to have been at one time the 
Property'of Mary Queen of Scots. Miss 
Smith ts a well-known antiquarian, and 
has been cbmplling facts of eastern On- 
tarlo history. The book was entrusted 
to her in.1994 by A. G. F. Drew of Mor- 
tisburg for the purpose of having its 
Value ascertained. As it was not re- 
turned, although asked for, Miss Smitb 
was arrested at Vankleek Hill in De- 
cember, 1905, and committed for trial 
by Mr, Farilnger and Mr. McDonald, 
two Morrisburg Justices of the Peaca

An. Indignent Denial. 

New York, May 5.—When the Presi- 
dont's message, with the accompanying 
report of Commissioner Garfleld, was 
received at the office of the Standard 
Of Co. in New York. M. E, Elliott. 
general counsel of the company, was 
asked what reply he care to make. He 
said, In part: 

“It is dificult to comment hurriedly 
and with due restraint on the astonish- 
ing report of Mr, Garfield.

The action was taken only when all 
other measures to save the company 
bad failed. It was forced by liabilities 
in San Francisco amounting to $3,748,- 
000, . 

The total assets of the company 23 
given In the -petition will mot exceed 
$3,300,000. I¢f addition to the San Fran- 
clsco llabilities the company Ia indedt- 
ed, according to the petition, for fire 
losses and upon other claims, in a-total 
of $111,962. 

“Just what-the San Francisco pulicy- 
holders can expect to receive is prob- 
lematical, Conservative insurance men 
were of the belief that, taking Into 
consideration the expenses of a recelv- 
ership, the San Francisco property own- 
ers might consider themselycs fortun- 
ate if they were paid 50 per cont, of 
their losses. 

Five Quit Business, 

Lansing, Mich. May 7.—Five firo 
tnsurance companies doing business in 
Michigan have informed Commissioner 
Barry that owing to losees in the San 
Francisco conflagration they have been 
compelled to re-insure thelr present 
Patronage and cease operations for tho 
Present.

The Intercolonial Deficit. 


—— 


The other day Mr. Emther- 
sor banded to the Huuse of Commons 
a little pamphict compiled by 
bis deputy containing the Kailway 
Btatistices of Canada for 1905. Deputy 
Minister Butler gives us somes infor- 
mation which helps us to understand 
the Intereolonial deficit. It appears 
that ‘the cost gt running freight trains 
on the Intercolonial is $1.84 for cach 
mile run. This may be compared with 
the C.I’.R. cost of $1.35 per mile, and 
the Grand Trunk rate of $1.02. One 
would suppose that the C.P.R. run- 
ping thropgh an expensive Western 
country. climbing and descending the 
Rocky Mountains, would bave to pay 
higher for services thun the eastern 
roads. It does pay higher than the 
Grand Trunk, but the Intercolonial 
manages to cost more than any Weat- 
ern lines. The cost for train miles 
on the Canadian, Atlantic is 98 cents. 

But this is not the whole story. 
The average weight of (reight trains 
in motion on the Intercolonial is 500 
tons, while that of the Grand Trunk 
Railway is 675, the Canadian Pacific 
742, anid the Canada Atlantic 1180. 
That is to say the Intercolbnial 
moves five hundred tonsa one mile for 


} $1.84, or 37 cents for one hundred 


tons. The C.V.1t. moves 742 tons for 
$1.35 or 18 cents per hundred tons. 
Tho Grand Trunk moves 675 tons for 
$1.02 which is 15 cents per hundred 
tons. The Canada Atlantic rate works 
out to B cents. It may be claimed 
that the conditions of this line, 
which has become part of the Grand 
Trunk since return. was made, are 
perhaps more favorable than those of 
the longer lines. But in the com- 
pariscn between the Intcrsolonial and 
the two trunk railways the circum- 
stances ratber favor the Intcrcolonial 
whick ought at least to be able to do 
the same work as ¢he C.P.It. for the 
same price,

© “A TYPEWRITER RECORD. 


Miss Fritz Wrote, 2887 Correct Words 
In Half an Hour. ~« 


In spite of the unpleasant state of the 
weather, a large number of interested 
spectators were present at St. George's 
Hall, Toronto, one evening recently, to 
witness the typewriter speed demon- 
stration of Miss Rose L. Fritz. Miss 
Fritz was the winner In a contest held 
recently in Chicago, her record being 

289 correct words 1Mone half an‘ hour, 
That night she endeavored to break her 
own secord, and how far she succeeded 
is shown by the fact that she wrote 
2,887 correct words In the same time 
limit, thus exceeding her record by 538 
words. It might be said that the copy 
from which Miss Frits wrote was en: 
tirely new to her, being matter taken 
from a newspaper of recent date. 

It as noticeable that the operation of 
the typewriter seemed to depend on the 
action of the fingers and wrist, the 
muscles of the arm, opparently, not 
being brought Into play. This, no doubt, 
accounted for, the smoothness and light- 
ness of her touch. and, although the 
machine was manipulated with marvel- 
lous rapidity, it was singularly free 
from that nerve-racking click that ac- 
companies the operation of the majority 
of typewriters Her finished copy, which 
Was handed to the audience for Inxpec- 
tion, was marked by an evenness and 
smoothness in ita typed lettera, which 
gave the impression that each key was 
struck with the same degree of pro- 
elsion and force. 

Miss Fritz allowed herself to be diind- 
folded, and wrote from dictation, a-let- 
ter comprised of one hundred words In 
fifty-five seconds. She also, still dlind- 
folded, wrote a seqond letter of one 
hundred words, and having omitted a 
word, after the bandage was removed 
from her eyes, inserted the word In its 
proper place before taking the paper 
from the machine. Thix was accom. 
plished in fifty-nine seconds. In fact 
in many different ways, Miss Frits 
proved herself to be a thoroughly cap- 
able mistress of the machine. 











Rural Delivery Too Costly. _ 

The Postmaster-General has present- 
ed to the House a report of the Inves- 
tigation made by Mr. Wiliam Smith, 
secretary of the Postoffice Department, 
and Mr. George Ross, chief postoffice 
superintendent, {nto the workings of the 
tural free delivery service in the Unit- 
ea States. The two officials went to 
Washington iast year and were recety- 
ea’ with every courtesy by the United 
Btates postal officials, They state that 
it was obvious that the service was pop- 
ular amongst the officials, but there ja 
not the slightest jikelihood that jt will 
ever become self-sustaining. In the 
spring of last year there were 30,000 ru- 
ral free delivery routes in operation, and 
new o being aded at the rate of 500 
a moni The rule requires a popula- 
tion of at least one hundred families on 
a route from 25 to 30 miles in length 
before the district becomes entitled to 
free delivery. The rural carrier stops 
within half a mile of any established 
postoffice. ‘There Is no free deHvery in 
cities or towns of less than 10,000 fn- 
habitants, and an annual revenue of 
310,000, but the report says that a de- 
mand ifn this direction ls bound to come. 

According to present plans and at the 
present rates of pay the cost of the 
service to the United States this year 
will certainly be not less than ‘from 
thirty-two and onc-half to thirty-three 
million dollars, whilo the deficit can- 
not be less than twenty millions, and 
may go over thirty million dollars. 

The roport says that if such a ser- 
‘vice were established In Canada the an- 
nual deficlt would amount to millions 
of dollars, the greater portion of the 
Durden falling upon the agricultural 
population. 

The report closes with the statement 
that in the opinion of the two officials 
the timo has not arrived for the Cana- 
dian Postoffice Department to enter up- 
on a rural free delivery service.

The planet Neptune, which had for 
counticas ages revolted in the beavens 
unseen by any one on earth, was dis- 
‘Covered simultaneously and Independ- 
ently in 8846 by Professor Adams and 
M. Leverrier,.the two most brilliant 
astronomers of the day.

Her Story Is Very Ancient and Is tn 
Stred Hindoo Books. 


The story of Cindorélla is substan- 
tally the same as that told of Rhodbpis 
and Psammitichus by Filan, who lived 
in’ Rome in the third century ‘of the 
Christian era. Tho story as told by 
Elian is that while Rhodopls was bath- 
ing an cagle carried away one of her 
sandals and dropped It near the fect of 
Psammitichus, King of Egypt, who, like 
Cinderella's prince, was struck by Its 
diminutive size, caused the maiden to 
be sought for and married her when 
found. Make the sandal a «lass silpper 
and add tho ugly sisters for the sake 
of contrast, and the stories are much 
the same. The glass slipper, by the 
way, Is an acknowledged fiction, being 
in reality a mistrunsiation of “pan- 
toufle en vair" (a fur slipper), and not 
“en verre.” S 

This at all events is what is claimed 
by Perrault In his “Contes de Fees.” 
Both these stories have doubticss a 
common origin, but st is necessary to 
0 farther back In the pistory of liter- 
ature.to finé4tt—to alpeople who lived 
in a périod compared with which that 
of even Ellan is quite modern. It Is in 
the Vedas, the four sacred books of 
the Hindoos, that the origin Is to. be 
found. 

After what has already been sa!d 
it will not be surprising to learn that 
Cinderela is a dawn maiden, her sisters 
delng the powers of darkness, who com- 
pel her to walt upon them, keeping her 
hidden from sight. The dayn majden 
breaks from her Vonds and captivates 
the sun, remaining with him fpr a time. 
But she cannot linger with him In the 
hoavens. She can remain only until a 
certain hour. Once she lingers too 
long and, hurrying back, leavea on the 
path she has taken a token of her visit 
in the form of a Meecy cloud, which 
had borne her aloft when she left the 
regions of darkness, Tho sun, deter-~ 
mined to find her, sends out his emis- 
saries (the rays of light), But does not, 
find her, until she appeara before him 
as the evening twilight. In the Vedas 
the prince Is called Mitra, which Is:one 
of the names given to the sun.—Lon- 
don: Globe.

Fourth, that,the suspension of work 
shall continue untill an agreement has 
been made and its terms approved by 
the convention. ;

This recommendation was suggested 
by the full scale committce and was 
adopted unanimously by the conven- 


ation. 
— The news that the convention had 


decided against a strike was recelved 
with great joy throughout this region. 
Now that peace 4s assured, there In 
rejoicing on every hand, although, as 
yet, there have been no demonstrations 
other than individual expressions. 

To the miners themselves ‘the ‘ne 
fs very satisfactory. They were wate 
ing to strike if John Mitchell thought 
they ought to, but they are glad that 
be decided otherwine.

Vice-Admiral Doubassoffs Ufe was 
saved by the poor alm of his would-be 
assassin. The bomb explbded on the 
Pavement several paces to the rear of 
hia carriage, hurling the “mutilated 
corpse of the terrorist several yards 
backward and tearing off the arm and 
the face of an alde.ywho was descend- 
ing from the carriage.

cure the Government against loss. 
Current to, Railways, 

The Olll, Mr. Beck) proceeded, en- 
abled the commission to supply power 
to rallways or distriinting companies. 
In such cases profits would accrue to 
the benefit of the municipalities, elther 
in’ a reduction of the cost of produc- 
tion or in being applied on the pay 
ment of the plant. 

The Minister outlined the method of 
apportioning the cost of the works. 
Annual payments would de made by 
the municipalities. They would pay in- 
terest at 4 per cent. on capital con- 
struction, and an annual sum to pay 
in 30 years for the retirement of the 
securities issued by the province. ‘The 
fund would be $1.76 for every 
$100, and this would be added to the 4 
per cent. The cost of maintaining the 
works would be paid by the munfcipall- 
tes. 


Conmee Act Net Applicable. 

Act would not apply to 
any municipality receiving power un- 
Ger the act, except if the munictpality 
or the company asked that « raluation 
de made the:commission could do so, 

The commission might designate any 
plants to be used for the purposes of 
the act. Wherever it was impossible 
to come to any agreement with the ex- 
isting companfea the commission might 
e@xpropriate any lands, water. privileges 
or plants. The dil! permitted the com- 
mission to take power from the com- 
panies under an agreement. 

Accountants and engineers would be 
appointed to apportion the amounts to 
be pald by the municipalities, No 
matter what quantity of; power would 
be used the price at point of develop- 
mont would be the same, and the cost 
of transmission added. Municipalities 
at a great distance would pay a high- 
er price by reason of the cost of trans- 
mission. The cost of. transmission 
would algo depend on the amount 
transmitted. 

Rate Regulating Cisuse. 

Clause 17 authorized the Government 
to raise funds to carry out the’ pro- 
Ject. There was also a rate regulating 
Clause. If the municipality contracted 
@ debt the commission should have the 
right to regulate the rates the muni- 
clpality charged for power. This ap- 
plied to companies already in existence, 
whose rates were exorbitant. The muni- 
eipality coulaé complain to the commis- 
sion, which would regulate the rates. 
A penalty of $100. was provided in the 
cate of any company refusing to fur- 
nish information. 

The commission was also given pow- 
er, Mr, Beck said, to report on any 
water power available in the pro- 
vince,

A WILDERNESS OF TREES. 


inaccessible Forests That Abound In 
Geatemala. 

Nearly all of the northern and east- 
ern part of Guatemala is covered with 
a dense tropical forest, consisting of 
mabogany, different kinds of cedar, 
chicle and otber hard woods. Along 
streams down which logs can be float: 
ed much of the mahogany has been 
cut, but as yet very little of the other 
woods have been marketed. This is es- 
pecially troe of the departments of Pe. 
ten, Alta Verapaz and Isabal. 

Most of the forests still belong to the 
government, and the usua! method of 
securing the timber is by concession, 
by which a certain number of trees are 
cut at a given price per tree, or a stip- 
ulated sum Is paid for the timber on a 
given tract. It Is not an easy matter 
to get titles to large tracts of land in 
Guatemala, as It is discouraged by the 

- government. These concessions are not 
usually granted for a longer period 
than five ycars, Sometimes it is stipn- 
lated that if a certaln number of trees 
are cut during that time they must be 
renewed, .

used comes froin the United Btates, 
principally from California, The for 
este of this country are generally so 
Inaccesalble that the railroad compa- 
nies import nearly all thelr ties and 
even Import coal, because It Is difficult 
for them to get enough firewood.

QUICKSILVER MINING. 


Am Occupation That Quickly Dooms 
: the Workers, 

The chief quicksffver mines in Eu- 
rope are in the Spanish town Almaden, 
which is an Arabic word, meaning “the 
mine of quicksilver.” These mines 
were formerly worked by the Iberians 
and after them by the ancient Romans. 
Between 1645 and 1843 the Spanish 
government employed galley slaves in 
them, an occupation that soon ended in 
death. The fumes of the mercury pfo- 
duce constant salivation, and the sys- 
tem becomes permeated with the 
metal, 

At first the victim is seized with 
tremblings and then the teeth drop out; 
pains in the bones follow and then 
death. The annual yield of mercury is 
1,500,000 pounds, to produce which 
4,000 men are engaged In this unbealiby 
employment. . 

After Almaden, so far as yield of 
quicksilver is concerned, comes Idria, 
an Austrian town, twenty-cight miles 
from Triest. These mines also were 
once worked by criminals, who, owing 
to the terrible qualities of the mineral, 
expired after about two years’ service. 

“There are now nearly 500 miners en- 
gaged in the work at Idria, They are 
induced to enter the mines by high 
pay. A pension is allowed when they 
are disabled, and provision is made for 

‘thelr widows and children.

For 
tnany years sbe conducted the foreign 
policy of France, Interviewing ambas- 
sadors and tresting with kings. Re- 
baffed by Frederick Great, this 
amazing woman madg overtures to 
Maria Theresa of Austria to divide his 
kingdom between them, and, sitting in 
her summer house, she gayly arranged 
with 2 couple of diplomats the reparti- 
tion of Europe.

The public 
should not be deceived by a large 
“sum. but figare out for itself Jost 
what that sum represents In de- 
tail. The fact is that Scott Act 
enforcement in Moncton is mercly 
spasmodic; that the law Is openly 
and defiantly violated; that the 
worst days of Scott Act cnforce- 
ment are ever with us; because bar. 
rooms, now as in the past, are 
openly ran on Main street and con- 
ducted as if they were licenned in- 
stitutions. : 

This ta the experience of. every 
large city or town in which the Beott 
Act has been tried. It is invariably 
found that the last condition is 
worse than the first, The machinery 
for a strict regulation of the li- 
quor traffic is set aside, and no ef- 
fective substitute brought - in. 

In Ontario the Scott Act was a 
dead failure. The law was flagrantly 
defied. The sale in many parts went 
on openly, in other secretly but none 
the less extensively, The general ef- 
tect was so demoralizing that at the 
expiry of the legal term the attempt 
wae given up'by even larger majori- 
ties than those by which the Act 
was adopted: The people kicked it 
out as an obnoxious measure, 2 pub- 
lic _ nuisance. 

New Brunswick went under probi- 
dition in 1856, but the reault was a 
eomplete failure. Boelore the royal 
commission of 1892 Mr. Justice Hodg- 
son, of Prinec Edward Island, teati- 
fied regarding similar legislation in 
tbat province that it proved an “un- 
mixed evil," and the source of per- 
jury, increased drinking, blackmail- 
ing, evasion of and contempt’ for law 
in generals . 

The late Principal Grant of Queen's 
College, Kingston, in a letter on the 
subject of the proposcd protibition in 
Ontario, wrote that “sumptuary laws 
theuld not be passed save where 
there is practical unanimity of scnti- 
meat.” Without the people in great 
majority at the back of it, such law

AIR IN HIGH ALTITUDES, 


_ The Same ac In Other Places, but It 
Centains No Microbes.' 

It is an error to think that the chem- 
{cal composition of the alr differs es- 
sentially wherever the sample may be 
tnken. The relation of oxygen to nitro- 
gen and other constituents is the same 
whether it fs on the heights of the Alps 
or at the surface of the sea. The fa- 
vorable effects, therefore, of a change 
of alr are not to be explained by any 
difference In the proportions of ite 
gaseous constituents, The important 
difference is the bacteriological one, 
The alr of high altitudes contains no 
microbes and is, in fact, sterile, while 
near the ground and some hundred 
feet about it microbes are abundant. 
In the alr of towns and crowded places 

, not only does the microbe impurity in 

' crease, but otber impurities, such as 
the products of combustion of coal, ac- 
crue also, - ‘ 

Several investigators have found 
traces of hydrogen and certain bydro- 
carbons fn the alr, especially in pine, 
oak and birch forests. It is to these 
bodies, doubtless consisting of traces 
of essential oils, that the curative ef- 
fects of certaln health resorts are trac- 
ed.’ Thus the locality of a fir forest Is 
anid to givo relict in diseases of the 
respiratory tracts. But these traces of 
essential olls and aromatic product 
must be counted, strictly speaking, as 
impurities, since they. are apparently

There was something distinctly awe- 
{nspiring about the day, with visioas 
of chains falling from anether branch 
of the human race and the Russian 
people taking up the march of modern, 
clyilization. The / representatives of 
the Russian millions and the Russian 
Emperor were at last face to face, and 
the result was to determine the fate 
of the nation and country stretching 
from Germany to the Pacific, to the 
Polar Seas, and'to the burning sams, 


of Central Asis. 
In St. George's Hall. 


Shortly before 1 o'clock, in obedience 
to signals the streams of guests began 
lowly flowing towards the great St. 


George's Hall. 

St. George’s Hall is an apartment 150 
feet lohg by 60 feet wide, and Is given 
a stately appearance by a double row 
of graceful Corinthian columns and 
marble walls. In the centre stood an 
altar, on which were burning candles. 
At the end of the hall, on a dais, was 
a gilded throne surmounted by a can- 
opy bearing the imperial arms worked 
on velvet tapestry. 

From: the galleries, where the jour- 
nalists were placed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press commanded a 
view of the brililant scene below. The 
first to appear were the courtiers, gen- 
eorals, admirals and uniformed digni- 
taries of state, who drifted forward in 
haphazard order. They engaged in care- 
less conversation while awaiting the 
advent of the Emperor. 

Picturesque Scene. 

The entrance of the members of Par- 
lament, over 300 in number, Introduc- 
ed a strongly incongruous element in 
the glittering assomblege. Most of 
them were in evening dress, but many 
wore ordinary frock coats and yellow 
shoes, Their ranks were interspersed 
with mosiems in white turbans and 


{| kaftans, tartars in fezes, a Polish 


Catholic bishop in purple robes and 
orthodox clergy in sacredotal ral- 
ment, and retired army and navy off- 
cers in uniform. 

Most of the members were workmen 
who disdained western clothing and 
came in their ordinary costumes, 
blouses and high boots, others wearing 
long-skirted coats and gay scarf belts, 
some white and others red or purple, 
with cotton shirts. The peasants and 
workmen appeared to be awkward and 
i}l at ease, but resolution was stamped 
on their faces, for it was the first time 
that men bad dared appear thus at a 
state function of the Russian court. 

The members of Parliament lined up 
on the right side of the hall, as If to 
offer battle to the gilttering array of 
bureaucrats and courtiers opposite, 
whose hostile, contemptuous glances 
showed how Ilttle they welcomed the 
new and dominant force in Russian 
politics, 

As the stralns of the National Hymn, 
played by an orchestra in a far-off gal- 
lery, announced the starting of the im- 
perial procession, three raps of the 
chamborlain’s staves on the floor still- 
ed the assemblage into instant silence. 

A magnificent but, to fdrelgn eyes, 
sem|-barbaric, pageant, entered, and 
then came a resplendant array of court 
dignitaries and officials, and following, 
escorted by twelve tall Grenadiers in 
bearskin shakos, six high dignitarics 
dore the emblergs of the sovereignty of 
the House of Ronmnoff. 

The Emperor Comes. 

Half a doten paces in the rear, the 
Emperor, walking alone, advanced eas- 
fly, holding himself eroct and evidently 
steellng bimself for the ceremony. He 
was dressed In the simple blue uniform 
of a colonel of the Preobrajensky Reg!- 
ment of guards, with half length boots, 
and his only decorations were the scar- 
lbbon of the Alexander Nevsky 
across his breast and the dila- 
nd star of the St. Andrew Order. He 
carried his military cap in his teft 
hand. 

Recelved By the Metropolitan. 


The Emperor halted in the centre of 
the hall and the metropolitan. Anton- 
jus, advanced to mect him, and held 
out the cross, which his Majesty re- 
Norcal kissed. Then, bending for- 
ward, the Emperor clasped the hand of 
the metropolitan, ralsed {t to his lips 
and kissed it, the metropolitan rcturn- 
ing the salutation, Then began the 
long and imposing ceremony the Te 
Deum, which consisted of prayers for 
tho health and safety of-the soverelgn, 
his family, and the new legislators. 

All eyes turned on the Emperor, who 
bore himself proudly erect. Ha foined

May 11.—An . {deal 
May Day like a happy augury greeted 
the uprising of the curtain for the new 
act of the great historical drama, Rus- 
sla’s struggle for liberty. Never did 
the showy northern capital of : Peter 
the Great present a more © brilliant 
picture than for the inauguration of 
Russian 
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and soaking truant rispcussa titers 
an juent ‘responses. 

At the-close of the Te Deum ‘the 
clergy retired, chanting, towards .the 
palace chapel, and the empresses 
mored up the hall and ascended the 
dais on the right of the throne, while 
the Emperor walked slowly twenty 
paces to the dajs, ascended the throne, 
seated himself in the {niperial chair, 
and an aldedocamp stepped forward 
and presented him with the draft of his 
address. His Majesty. rose, and, Jook- 
ine down upon the wonderful scene, 
delivered his message to the represrai- 
ee of the Russian millidns, as fol- 
lows: 

Epeech From the Throne. 

“The supreme Providence which 
gave me ¢the care of our fathtriand, 
Moved m> to calj ty my naststance In 
legislative work elected representatives 
ef the peop'e. 

*In the expectation of a brilliant fu- 
ture for Russia, I greet In your per- 
sons the best men from the empire, 


whom f ordered my beloved subjects to 
choose from among themselves. 

“A diMicuit work lics bifore you. 1 
trust that love for your fatyerland and 
your earnest desire to serve it will in- 
splre and unite you. 

“I shall keep Inviolate the institutions 
which I have granted. with the firta 
assurance that you will devote all your 
Strength to the service of your coun- 
try. and especially to the needs of the 
peasantry, which are so close to my 
heart. and to the education of the pev- 
pl: and thelr economical welfare, re- 
membering that tv the dignity and 
prosperity of the state, not only free- 
dom, but order founded upon Justir, 
are necessary, . 

“I desire from my heart to see my 
people happy and hand down ta my son 
SB empire secure, well organized and 
eplightened. ~~ 
,fMay God Ddless the work that Hea 
bfore me in unity with the council of 
the empire and the Imperla!t douma. 
May this day be the day of the mora! 
revival of Russla, and the day for the 
renewal of Its highest forces. 

“Approach with solemnity the labors 
for which 1 call you, and be worthy 
of the responsibility put upon You by 
the Emperor and ptople. 

“May God assist us.” 

Cheers For the Czar. 

The ‘Emperor spoke with a firm, 
rteady volve, which was heard distinct- 
ly in every corner of the hall, empha- 
sizing deliberately every word. Such « 
hush fell on the assembly during the 
reading that the snap of a camera shut- 
ter was sharply audible. 

The minute the Emperor had fintshed 
bowed to the members. of Parlicment, 
and placed a foot on the step of the 
dais to ascend a long cheer broke forth, 
which almost drowned the strains of 
the National Anthem, “God Save the 
Emperor,”. which the orchestra in the 
dalcony play$é while the procession 
deparied. 

The eathuslasm, however, was prin- 
clpally confined to the courtiers and 
oMlcers. Many of the members/of Par- 
Nament were sullen and siledt? The 
assemblage stood motionless until the 
last member of the imperial family had 
deft the hall, and then an excited buzz 
of discussion broke out a4 the Jegisla- 
tors and courtlers discussed the signi- 
ficant passag?s of the Emperor's speech. 

What rankl¢d was the failure of the 
Emperor to mentiun amnesty, and lat- 
er, when the members assembied in the 
Tuuride Palece, away from the spell 
of the throne room, many of them were 
with difficulty restrained from precl- 
plating matters by offering resolutions 
on the subject, 

After a short pause in the Romanoff 
gallery the Empcror and party embark- 
od on a launch which steamed rapidly 
down the river to the imperial yacht 
Alexandria, Aa they stepped on deck 
the imperial standard rose to the mast- 
head, the yacht lines’ were cast off 
and sh® steamer down the bay to 
Peterof. 

Opening of Lower House. 

The opening of the lower House of 
Parliament was preceded by a religious 
service of thanksgiving In the big cor- 
ridor in front of the hall, 

8» far as known the only disorder 
reported occurred near the winter pal- 
ace bitween and officer and a party 
of roughs, who declined to make way 
for him.

THE INSURANCE INQUIRY. 


Harry Symons, K. C, Clear Up Many 
Union Life and National Agency 
Pointe—Dividend on Deficit, 


Toronto, May 11.—Two segsions of 
the Insurance Commlasion yesterday 
were unlntcresting and given over to 
dry détail. No new points were brought 
out, although the Dominion couns:! 
took. exception lo several iteins In the 
Various annual statements of the Union 
Life. 

Harry Symons, K. C.. secretary of the 
Union Life, cleared up maay points 
that had been a stumbling block to 
Manager Evana. He wax on the stand 
all day and assisted by Auditor Clay 
and Cashler Carrie, answered néarly 
all the questions Mr, Shepley axied. 

One important feature in the afier- 
hoon was the admission of W. H. Car- 
tie, that the books of the National 
Agincy were in a rather complicated 
state. 

He also tnsinuated that the work ‘oft 
the Dominion official expert, Mr. Daw- 
son, in compiling the new statement, 
War subject to correction, 

The taking over of the Century In- 
surance Co. by the National Agency 
Was practically the only new point 
brought out all day. 

Dividend on Deficit. 

When the National Agency was in 
existence a year shareholders who had 
pald 25 per cent. on thelr stock and a 
premium of 26 per cent. clamored for a 
dividend. The president of the National 
Agency sought out Mr. Clay, the audi- 
tor, and asked him as to the possibility 
of paying something on the stock. Mr, 
Clay found that by taking Into account 
the earnings of the next month a half- 
yearly aividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent. could be pald. The Investigating 
counsel at the Insurance Commission 
maintained that when the first dividend 
was declared there was in reality a 
d ficit of from $23.000 to $35,000, Mr. 
Harry Symons, K. C.. who was on the 
withess stand, ascribed all of the en- 
{tries In the usaet column to the ex- 
Perts of hls company. One of the as- 
seta was the organisation expenses, and 
another the contingent = premiurns, 
which are the value of the premiums 
policyholders contract to’ pay. 


Were Fisharmen Justified?

Last Year Miners Turned Out Product 
~- Walued at $10,000,000. 

The report of the Lands and Mines 
Department his been stbmitted to the 
Legislature by Hon. Frank Cochrane. I! 
shows that during the year 1,978 acres 
of University lands were sold for $990, 
por abvut $200 below the amount secured 
last year. Some 726 acres of clergy 
lands were sold for $560. . 

There have been sold for agricuitpra! 
purposes during the year 72,432 acres 
for $47,393.07. There were sold for min- 
ing purposes 3,1441-% acres for 
$7,389.42, and collected on account of 
mining sales $7,703.83. 

There were leascd for mining pur- 
poses 19,914 acres for $17,925.90, and col- 
lected on account of mining leases and 
leases converted into patents $42,747.18. 
There were 4,440 acres of Crown lands 
leaned for other than mining purposea 
The collection on account of there and 
former leases was $3,166.23. The total 
area of land disposed of during the year 
was 103,032 1-2 acres. The total collec- 
tion on account of lands sold and leased 
during the year was $117,289.79. 

There were 740 certificates issued au 
thorizing veterans to select lands. Thi 
brings the number of certificates Issued 
up to 13,600. Location certificates con- 
firming veterans tn the lands selected 
Were issued to 2.402 veterans. ‘These 
locations were scattered over 126 town- 
ships, nearly all In the ‘Temiskaming 
and Rainy River districts. To date, 
4.442 locations have been made ‘and 
about 200 applications for locations are 
not yet dealt with; 12,600 certificates 
have been issucd, and probably 400 ap- 
Piicatione are yet to be dealt with, 
making @ total number of certificates 
isghed, and to be issued, 13,000. Each 
edttificate calling for 160 acres, tt would 
tuke two million and eighty thousand 
acres of land to satisfy the grants 
This, as 50 cents per acre, would mean 
one million and forty thousand dollars 
in money. They have been 4,442 rants 
made; deducting these from 13,000 and 
8,558 remain to be provided for, whick 
will require 1,366,250 acres to satisfy, 

The chief fcature of the mining tn- 
dustry during the year 1905 were the 
activity In the Sudbury nickel-copper 
district, and the rapid development of 


the silver ore deposits of the Csbalt re- | T 


gion. The nickel contents of the Besse- 
merize@ matte now produced by the 
mining works amounted to 9.428 tons, 
having a spot value of $3,344,409, and 
the copper contents to 4,382 tons, worth 
$671,833. This is much the largest pro- 
duction, both of nickel and copper, yet 
recorded in the history of the province, 
and establishes the claim of Ontario te 
be regarded as the chief source of the 
world’s supply of nickel. The value of 
this output of nickel and copper, If oom- 
puted at the prices of the refined toetals, 
in accordance with the practice of other 
Provinces of the Dominion,. would be 
Uttle shért of $10,000,000. The nickel- 
copper industry gives employment te 
1,000 men. 

The remarkable richness of the Co- 
balt sliver ores has attracted ¢o that 
district'a very large measure of public 
attention. Some 12 or 15 separate pro- 
perties have been worked, and the val- 
ues of the o: shipped during the year 
in silver, cobgit and nickel amounted to 
about $1,500,600, the average value of 
the ore shipped being $685 per ton. 
Much the greater part of this was in 
silver, the cobalt, nickel and arsenic, 
which, at the outset, were paid for by 
the ore buyers, now bringing no return 
whatever, This unsatisfactory state of 
affairs has led to a movement on the 
part of some of the mine-owners and 
others to put up a reduction plant or 
plants Jn the country, and thus obtain, 
If possible, some return for those valu- 
able constituents which at presint are 
yielding them nothing. 

Iron ore to the extent of 211,597 tons 

as raised during the year, mainly from 
the great Holen mine In Michipicoten; 
While the blast furnaces at Sault Ste 
Marie, Hamilton, Midland and Deseron- 
to turned out 276,704 tons of pig iron, 
vatued at $3,909,627, a portion of which 
was converted into 138,387 dons of steel, 
worth $3,321,884, 

The totst collections from all ser- 
vices waa $3,199,404.76. Of this $117,- 
289.79 was for lands sold and leased: 
$2,064,663.91- was from woods and for- 
ests; $14,622.65 from miaing leases and 
miscellaneous $2,823.51. 

The gross expenditure of the depart- 
ment for the past year was $329,501.01. 
Tho principal services were agents’ 
salaries and disbursements, $37,564.46; 
forest ranging, $35,421.76; fire ranging, 
$54,296.24; mining devclopment, $14,- 
419.97; foreat reserves $13,773.20; sur- 
Veys, $107,103.40, and refunds, $33,- 
621.16. 

The Sault Ste. Marie Co, having re- 
sumed operations, the quantity of pulp- 
wood taken out is much Jarger than last 
year. The figures for the season are 
72,678 cords as against 29,833 cords in 
1904,

THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 

To Be Rigidly Enforced and Land 
Sharics te Be Put Out of Business 
—New Regulations. 

The extraordinary infux of settlers 
tnto the Northwest which has taken 
Place during the last three years has 
subjected the homestead regulations to 
&@ severe teat and has demonstrated that 
they are not suitable to present condi- 
tions, When there was Mitle or no emi- 
Sration to that country the land had 
acarcely any value. It did not matter 
that the soil was the best in the world 
and was capable of yielding enormous 
Crops. People did not come and the 
land could be had for a mere song. Un- 
der such circumstances the homestead 
regulations were easily carried out and 
there was no difficulty about thelr en- 
forcement. No incentive to fraud ex 
isted, and if such occurred it was speed- 
fly detected. That was all changed 
when the great fertility of the North- 
West lands commenced to be nolsed 
abroad, when the possibilities of suc- 
erasful farming began to be realized, 
znd when people started to come into 
the country at the rate of 200,000 = year. 
The price of land went up by leapa and 
bounds, numerous land compa: 
formed In the United States tho pur- 
chased large blocks from Canadian rail- 
ways and other concerns, and generally 
4and was'in great demand. - 

“The Land Shark’s Chance. 

This was the opportunity for the land} 
shark and for unscrupulous spersons; 
who saw big profits In evading the law 
and blazketing quarter sections on a‘ 
large scale. The history of the western | 
Statez abounds In land frands of the} 
most ingenious description. Similar; 
methods were sought to be Introduced : 
Into the Canadian Northwest, and with 
& considerable degree of success. The 
lands bought from railway companies 
were the alternate or odd-numbered 
sectlo The even numbered sections 
were, Reser the law, reserved for the 
bona fide settler. This, however, did 
not deter some speculative land com- 
panies and Individual speculators from 
securing even-numbered sections.' They 
Kot bogus homestead entries made un- 
der the system which had been In vogue 
for years of allowing entries by proxy. 


More than that, they secured the can- 
cellation of genuine entries where the 

















homesteader had falled to fulfill his 
‘Dligations, or In some way or other 
had not complied with the law. With 
the adjoining even-numbered sections 
In hin possession the speculator was 
able to boast the price of his lands. He 
would put a tiff price on an odd-num- 
bered section and then say to the pros- 
pective: purchaser: ‘Now, if you will 
take this TI will throw Jn the adjoining 
even-numbered section also.” As the 
latter had been got for a merely nom- 
inal price the speculator could well af- 
ford to do eo, and, of course, the In- 
tending settler would jump at the 
chance. In this way the former would 
be handsomely pald for the land which 
he had obtained ‘legitimately and also 
for that which had come Into his pos- 
session through fraud. i 


The New Regulations. 


Recently new homestead regulations 
come into force which are designed to 
prevent frauds of the kind described. 
Hereafter homestead entries must be 
made in person and no proxies will be 
allowed. For cancellation of homestead 
entry only one lication will be re- 
celved from any’ one person and he 
muat be a genuine homesteader. These 
changes will get at the root of the evil. 
Furthermore, an effort will be made to 
set right some of the Irregularities of 
the past. Frauds are reported to have 
been especially rampant in Alameda, 
Regina and Yorkton agencies, the three 
agencies nearest to the Manitoba and 
the International boundaries. In these 
districts the agents have received or- 
Gera to prepare sts of all lands which 
have been under entry for more than a 
year and in respect of which there has 
been no extension of time granted. 

A Thorough Weeding-Out. 

When. that time comes all the home 
stead Inspectors that are available in 
Manitoba and also in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will concentrate in the 
three agencies named above, and armed 
with the lista referred to will go over 
the lands, township by township. Where 
they find a quirter xection which has 
been under entry for more than a year 
but which has no special protection and 
upon which nv™~improvementa have 
been wrought they will report the fact 
to the focal agent. The latter will can- 
cel that entry and post notice In his 
office at once of the fact. The land 
will then be open to the entry of the 
first applicant at the counter.

OIL PAINTINGS. 


With = Little Care They May Easily 
. ' Be Cleaned, 

Many a good picture that has looked 
dark and dirty for years from baring 
been exposed to the dust can easily be 
cleaned and freshened In a very sim- 
ple way. The picture should be taken 
from its frame.and dusted carefully 
with a soft cloth. Peel a large potato 
and cut It in half, go over the whole 
picture with a sponge that has been 
dipped in tepid water, then with the 
Bat snide of the potato rub the surface 
of the picture with a light circular 
morement, being careful not to press 
too heavily on the canvas, The potato 
will soon begin to loosen the dirt and 
the colors underncath will begin to 
sbow brighter. When all the stains 
and dirt have been remored the pic- 
ture should be sponged again In warm 
water, care belng taken to wash off 
any starch that may have been left 
from the potato. 

In case the picture is badly cracked 
as littic water as possible should be 
used, as it'ls apt to ooze under the 
paint and do some injury. -- 

Many oll paintings are injured by the 
dampness from the walls on which 
they are hung. The dampness is apt 
“to cause/ the canyas to decay, and 
there are\few canvases:inade to resist 
its attacks. To prevent this particular 
form of decay the back of the canvas 
should be painted when perfectly dry 
with white lead.

CANADA FOR GOOD MEN, 


Industry and Manliness the Passport 
A Demanded by the Empire. * 


A series of articles entitled “Middle 
Class Emigration” has been commenced 
in The London Standard by A. J. Daw- 
son.. He says that “emigration Is our 
Modern name for the spirit which made 
the days of Queen Elizabeth spacious. 
The modern tenéency to regard It only 
aa the last resource of the workless or 
the broken man la strongly to be de- 
precated; a decadent tendency; a mor: 
or losa inevitable -outcrop of artificial 
Ife In densely populated centres. Broad- 
ly speaking, the writer's message Is to 
three sections of the middle-class com- 
munity; the active and ambitious youth 
or young man whose circumstances and 
inclinations do not lead him to antict- 
pate with much confidence or satisfac- 
Uon the propect ‘of entering upon his 
Ufe'a work in England; the man who, 
having done his beat in England, finds 
no content either in the.life he leads or 
the prospect his work affords him; and 
the man who, being possessed of a sma}! 
{ncome and an affection for sport and 
the open alr life, Is unable to secure in 
England the freedom of action and sur- 
roundings thar he would like.” 

A Uttle later he expreses himself at 
follows: 

“Emigration does not, and never 
should, mean exlie to a foreign land, 

“To the man of spirit and discern- 
ment, emigration should be, not a last, 
but a first, resource. ye 

“The truth about judicious em!gration’ 
for the Englishman {a that It means 
taking possession of the richest inher'- 
tance Hfe has to offer him. 

“England hes the.men, in #uper- 
abundance, but lacksz the places. The 
Empire has the places, waiting, in sup- 
erabundance, but lacks the men, 

“England is full of good men; the 
Empire is full of good opportunities. 

“The pasrporis demanded by the Em- 
pire are not influence and capital, bul 
Industry and manliness.” 

The second article of the series wat 
addressed to the middle-class man or 
youth with £50 and a desire to do 
something for himself in life. To them 
Mr. Dawson says: “Forget for the mo- 
Ment the famillar purview, and turn 
your attention to the wider field, to 
the vast uncrowded uplands of the Em- 
pire, where you are wanted, and where 
the opportunities you desire and lack 
are awaiting you in plenty.” He then 
proceeds to aketch the life of the young 
settler for the first year or so of his 
stay In the land of his adoption, and 
concludes with a stirring exhortation to 
young men to choose “a speaking part” 
upon’\the gigantic stage of the Empire 
rather than accept that of a “super” 
upon a very much smaller platform 
“crowded with high eee special- 
tata.”

Jebes Spencer Balfour was born In

&@ missionary, and a messenger in the 
House of Commons, The Balfour fam- 
ily were living in rooms over the bone 
emporium when, By chance, they made 
the acquaintance of a man who was 
to bulk so large in the career of their 
son. This wae Rey. Jabez Burns, noted 
locally as a dissenting exhorter and the 
propristor of a weekly pamphlet. To 
this publication Mrs. Balfour contribut- 
od a few essays, and thus came to know 
the editor, The friendship became 
strong, and soon the family moved 
from Chelsea to be near the Burns’ 
chapel. The naming of young Balfour 
in honor of Rev. Jabes Burns was an- 
other trihute. Later on the marriage 
of hie sister to Rey. Dawson Burns 
forged a link tn the chein. For some 
years the whole energies of both fami- 
lies seemed to be devoted to religious 
propaganda, and James Balfour and the 
Burns became quite prominent in the 
work. - 

Jabez, the Proper Yeirh. 

At the time of Jabez Balfour's pros- 
Perity and fame his blographical notices 
stated that he had been edicated 
abroad, As a matter of fact he was 
educated In Chelsea, and waa sent to 
“work at an early age. His father got 
hinr a job ar office boy with a firm of 
Parilamentary agents, and in due time 
he became a clerk. He was @ dutiful 
@on, and soon became as prominent in 
religious circles of his neighborhood as 
his father. He seemed a youth of pro- 


tmise—strictly moral, bright, unctwous,. 


® master of éetail, and ambitious. In 
business he made many friends that 
Droved useful. to him later on, and 
among Nonconformists his acquaint- 
tance became large. He was 25 years 
old when he set up in business for 
himself, and launched thp Liberator 
Bullding Society, the first of the Lider- 
@tor group of companies t waa to 
‘swallow up $30,000,000 of hard-earned 
British gold. ; 
The Philanthropic Millionaire. 

Without going into the detalls of 
the company’s work, it ts sufficient to 
Bay that it was supposed to be a semi- 
philanthroplo undertaking, and that 
Balfour posed as a high-minded young 
business man, whose heart, was wrapped 
up in the project, and who was content 
to take a merely nominal salary on that 
account. The bullding society prosper- 
ed from the frat, and, striking’ while 
the fron was hot, Balfour launched a 
half-dozen’ more companies. “Assisted 
by his ministerial friends, he literally 
ransacked the coffers of Nonconformist 
England for investors. So, successful 
was his hypocrisy, so strong ‘his busi- 
ness instinct, that the properties grow 
by leaps and bounds. , Balfour was 
hailed as @ financial genius. He became 
& member of Parliament, and an auth- 
ority on business questions. He even 
aspired to the Postmaster-Generalship, 
and was aggrieved when Mr, Gladstone 
passed him by. . He. blossomed forth aa 
a millionaire, bought a great country 
place, headed every Nonconformist char- 
ity, Then one day he packed several 
trunks” and fled to the Argentine Re- 
public.

Years the aggregate area of bur colon- 
jes, dependencies and protectorates has 
Increased by about 40 per ocent.. and 
now amounts to more than one-fifth 
of the land surface of the globe. 

Of this huge territory, somewhat more 
than four million square miles are sit- 
uated in North, Central and South Am- 
erica; 3,000,000 in Australasia; 2,500,000 
In Africa, and nearly: two millions in 
the Indian Empire and other paris of 
Asia, whije the portion that Iles in Eu- 
rope constitutes a very inconsiderabie 
fraction of the whole, amounting to only 
125.095 square miles, of which 121,089 
constitute the area of the United King- 
dom. 

How Pepulation Leaped. 

At the same time the population has 
leaped up by tens of millions. Whereas 
in 1861, tmelusive of the Indian feuds- 
tory states, 1t amounted to about 259 
millions, it progressed, in round figures, 
in subsequent periods, as follows:

In Asia there were more than 300,-

160,000, while the remaining 41,700,000 
Were enumerated .within the limits of 
the United Kingdom. 

Decline of the Birth Rate. , 

Tt is admittedly no easy task to estl- 
mate the increase from decennium to 
Gecennium, because in some earlier 
years the enumeration, even in India, 
was not very complete. Of late his 
Majesty's subjects have been decimated 
by famine and plague. But if this dis- 
turbing factor is eliminated by exclud- 
ing the dla from calculation tt still ap- 
pears that the population of the re- 
mainder of the Empire did not advance 
anything Iike as rapidly in the final ten 
Years of the last century as {tf the three 
Previous decennia.

From the foregoing statement {t will 
de seen that, excluding India, the rate 
of actual inereass in the Empire, which 
had been 11.8 per cent. between 1861 and 
1871, rose to 14.5 per cent. between 
1871 and 1881, and then fell to 11.6 and 
3.6 per cent. respectively in the next two 


dccennla. The decline in the rate of- 


actual increase ls therefore not confined 
to the Indian Empire, The report 
states that “a large factor connected 
with this. fall In the Increase of the 
Population fg the continued depreasion 
of the birth rate, which has, now be- 
come gertieral in nearly all countries, 
Ta Australasia, and especially in South 
Australia, In Victoria and In New Bouth 
Wales (where the matter has recently 
been reported upon by a royal commis- 
sion) the fall Inthe birthrate is re- 
markable,” fo Abie 
Crowding and Underpopulation. 

In some respects the Empire presents 
extraordinary inequalities, In the 
United Kingdom, though one may travel 
in some parts of the country for hours 
on end and see wild stretches of moor- 
land, and’ great areas of pasture land, 
dotted only sparsely. with hamlets, the 
population is unhappily -yery. densa, 
while in! Atstralia’ and Cahada there is 
something approaching a mile for each 
inhabitant. The figures are so -remark- 
able, in spiteof* all the emigration 
which has been in progress for years 
past, that they merit quotation.

By one 
of nature's mysterious adaptations, the 
last' egg deposited, being nearest the 
orifice, hatches out first. and the um- 
bryo wasp lives upon ‘the polien pro- 
vided, goes through itz metamorphosis, 
and comes out a mature insect. Theo 
the next egg hatches, and they continue 
to mature In order unt!! all are out in 
the bright world. They are not fastid- 
fous about the selection of homes, and 
a hole bored in a tree or post Is often 
appreciated. Sikes 

The! egachile has a recognized ene- 
my in tHe little coclyoxis, who laya het 
eggs in the hole or burrow that has 
Seen appropriated, The young paras!te 
sats the food provided for the mega- 
chile, and Incidentally eats the larva 
it has robbed ‘and defrauded before 
coming out to follow its Inherited Ilfe 
of destruction» The parasite looks for 
an_opportunity, when the wasp ts away 
from home gathering pollen or cutting 
Tose leaves. . But if the injured mother 
returns and catchos the Intrudtr there 
is a violent and #avage assault. The 
gullty coeiyoxis folds her wings cnd 
allows herself to be mauled, cuffed and 
thrown about.. The wasp tries to sting 
the invader, but her sting is too weak. 
When her fury Is exhausted, and an- 
other opportunity arises, the ttle para- 
site files buck again to the habitation 
from which she has been evicted and 
which she would make desolate for the 
sake of her own progeny. She may be 
caught and thrown out axaln and again, 
until the resourciful wasp, unable to 
geting, bitex off her wings. This does 
not frustraie the maternal Inatincts of 
the parasite, for she climbs to the tIn- 
vaded home when unable to fly. Tho 
indignant wasp has been known, in re- 
pelling such an Invasion, to bite off 
her legs as well as her wings, thuy 
making further Intrusion upon the 
threatened home impossible. In. this 
diminutive and unending struggle tho 
balance of power between the wasps 
and the parasites seems to be continu- 
ally adjusted, and every year brings 
forth aw multitude of pollen-gatherers to 
busy themselves about the wiliows, pre- 
paring for their pecullar brood, and an 
abundance of parasites to prevent any 
Inordinate increase.

Never Knew Of It.

“Never, 
never,” sald Strathcona, “neither un- 
oNclally, officially nor personaily, am I 
Sware that Griffith ever had letters ob- 
tained in such manner ng Mr, Preston 
asserts.” 


REFUSES TO DIVULGE NAMES. 





Agriculture and Colonization. 


Otiawa, May 19.—Mr. W. T. R. Pres- 
ton began his evidence before the Pub- 
Ho Accounts Committee yesterday 
morning by saying he had been appolnt- 
od Commissioner of. Immigration In 
1901. Negotiations .with the North At- 
lantic Trading Co. began in May or 
June, 1899, at Bremen, and afterwards 
at Hemburg. Some of the members of 
the syndicato came to London, but he 
Waa not awate that they met Lord 
Btrathcona. The negotiations leading 
up to the first agrecment had been car- 
ried on by ‘himself. The syndicate had 
underiaken not to infringe on the laws 
of the countries In which they operat- 
ed. On his first visit to the continent 
he found large quantities of Canadian 
immigration Hterature stored in the of- 
fices of various booking ugents, not cir- 
culated, 

Twenty Shillings Per Head. 

The Government had been paylng 20 
shillings per head to booking agents, 
but the largest amount went to the 
agents at Bremen and Hamburg. though 
certain other agents who had been do- 
ing some active work did not get any 
bonus. He was warned by the agent at 
Hamburg that he had better return to 
London, as the previous year Lord 
Strathcona had given umbrago to tho 
Gerinan authorities by an address giv- 
en there on emigration, “Lord Strath- 
cons was told that he had better not 
return to Germany,” Mr, Preston added, 
Out of that Incident and gut of Mr. 
Priston's visit grew the suggestion at 
a dinner in Hamburg altended by sev- 
eral booking agents and himself that 
@ syndicate shouxl be formed on the 
continent to conduct emjgration works. 

Names Kept Dark. - 

“Can you give us the names and ad- 
dresses of the syndicate?" asked Mr, 
Monk. 

“No, I cannot."

Most of us are un- 
aware of the fact that we have a nor- 
mal length of sentences and that we 
retain this Jength when possible, Re 
cent investigations have discovered 
this fact, and the evidence Is Indis- 
putable, The succcasive sentences ad- 
mit of variations, but the average 
length of sentences of any ordinary 
author Is claimed to be ascertainable 
from the reading of any 500 lines of bis 
typical works, 

In English prose and poetry the 
thought is of the most Importance and 
the form dffexpression is but sec 
‘ondary. In nating and in music the 
thought fs subordinated to the form, 
and in these forms of expreésion ‘the 
rhythm Js much more prominent than 
in prose or poetry. It is aesthetically 
displeasing to hare too mich made 
of rhythm In reading prose and poetry, 
but the highest manifestations of art 
are present whén the rhythmical form 
is used to express the thought. We do

and thelr workers—“agents” they call 
them in England—are> most careful 
that thelr actions shall bo above sus- 
picion.

Irish moss 1s nse as a foundation for 
many desserts iu the dietary kitchens 
mhere especia] dishes are prepared for 
fnyalids. An authority on the ‘question 
of scaweeds states that scurvy, the 
Gread_ of sailors, caused by the absence 
of potash in the salt meat which forms 
a part of every ship's provisions, would 
be ameliorated by the liberal] use of sea 
moss jelly, which is rich in potash. 
Irish moss has always no place In the 
medicine chest of the old fashioned 
housewife, who pins her falth to {ts 
healing propertics for colds, sore 
throats, etc. On the coast where the 
moss is gathered and also in the major- 
ity of Irish familics the moss is bolled, 
strained, volled again with Jemon juice 
and sugar, unt'] it is of the conslatency 
of sirup. It Js taken hot. a teaspoonful 
at a time, and fs said to be a very good 
remedy for the maladics referred to. 
The Indians use th® ashes of seaweed 
for granular swelliugs. It is also used 
by the Chinese, nnd so highly is it priz- 
ed by them both as a incdicine and a 
food that itis gatbered Jn some parts 
of the Pacific coast, principally at Mon- 
terey, and sent back toChina. 

The supply of seaweed of every de 
scription .secma Inexhaustible, as that 
pulled or reaped from the rocks Is re 
placed by another and a more luxuriant 
growth the following year. On thg At: 
lantic coast it is harvested only dpring 
the months from June to August, but 
at Montercy it Is gathered every day all

Gabriel Dumont, the Skiiled Rebel, 
Passes Suddenly At Batoche. 

Rosthern, Susk., May 22.—Gabriel 
Dumont, the man who furnished the 
skill to conduct the Riel rebellion, died 
suddonly near Batoche Saturday morn- 
ing. Death was not expected, and Du- 
mont had not been ailing previously. 
He was about 76 years old, but quite 
robust. 

Dumont figured fn the rebellion as 
Riel’a Neutenant.. In reality he  con- 
ducted the campaign which thrilled all 
Canada. Afterwards he. escaped to 
Montana, Riel befng captured and 
hanged. Dumont was granted amnesty 
and returned to Batoche, where he sct- 
tled on a river lot, Gabriel's Crossing 
being named after.him on the North 
Saskatchewan River, duc cast of Rost- 
hern. 

He lived quietly, the Indlans and 
belfbreeds worshipping him.

Toronto, May 23.—The following in-' 
formation concerning the spring condl- 
tions of ngriculture in the province has 
been Issued by the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture: 

Fall Wheat. 

When the’ new fall wheat was re- 
ported on In November, it was described 
as having had a good star: at seceding, 
time, and the only fear then expressed 
was that the young plants had perhaps 
too much head. The remarkably open, 
winter, affording Mttle or no covering. 
of snow most of the time, and changes 
of temperature varying from extremely 
mild conditions to intense cold, ied 
frowers of fall wheat to fear the out- 
come. Thecold, dry, and generally 
backward spring ‘was also unfavorable. 
Ifowever, tha general altuation In the 
third week of May may be described an 
better than was expectdd, although ré- 
ports vary greatly in describing the 
condition of the flelda, Some report 
are enthusiastic, while others from th 
same district speak of failure more or 
less marked. High lands did well com- 
pared with flat or low-lying places, and 
rich, sharp, well-drained ‘solls also 
prospered, Fields sown early did much 
better than those got In later, and 
wheat sown on sod was markedl 
ahead of that grown ‘on stubble land. 
A considerable area at scattersd points 
will be plowed up and resown to other 
crops, but In many cases baricy-will be 
drilled into the “patchy” spots. © The 
presence of the wire-worm was point- 
ed out by a number of correspondents, 
but no serious injury was reported from 
that or other insects. The most fevor- 


Not- 
withstanding ‘the many complaints of 
poor fields, there are} nearly as many 
favofable accounts of/a splendid show- 
thg, the, two winter crops of clover and 
fall wheat never haveicalled forth more 
varled reports as to prospects, 
Fruits. 

Winter losses of orchard: trees are 
smaller than for several years. In 
Yarious quarters 2 number of old plum 
treesfare reporied as having succumb- 
ed, but opinion wag expressed that 
the setere winters ef the two or three 
Years immediately preceding was the 
cause, Except in a few localitied in tho 
Lake Erie Countics, peaches appear to 
have sustained but little injury, There 
bas been a generous’ amount of blos- 
soming on nearly all classes of orchard 
trees, and should heavy ruins keep off 
during the period of “setting” a large 
‘frult. crop may be looked for. Com- 
plaints of the presence of San Jose 
scale, the éystershell, bark louse, and 
blacknot are made, and orchardists will 
have to continue the good fight against 
them If the best results are to Se had.

BRUNSWICK STEW. 


A Gastronomic Triumph With a Na- 

A tlonal Reputation, 

This celebrated stew originated in 
Brunswick county, Va, from which It 
takes its name—a county most famous 
in antebellum days for its perfect 
culsine and gastronomical predilec- 
tions. The originator was either Mr. 
Maskins or Mr, Stith, each claiming 
during a long life the distinction of 
having made the first stew and dying 
without a proper adjustment of the con- 
troversy, While made everywhere In 
the habitable globe, it Is seldom made 
properly. It was Introduced in Paris 
by Judge John T. Mason of Virginia. 
Only in Brunswick county {s this stew 
£0 appetizing, so piquant in the scason- 
Ing to be found {po all its perfection. 
To this remark of the writer made to 
a gentleman in ‘the far south he re- 
piles, “The egot! of a Virginian 
suggests perfectign In all things there, 
and the slow pate of the. state ample 
time to arrive at it." The recipe is as 
follows: One of three kinds of meat Is 
used—lamb, chicken or squirrel, ‘If 
chicken, it {s first parbolled, “up as 
If to fry, the outer skin remoted, then 
put on in hot water—a-plenty to cover 
lt—a' large onion cut fine, a large slice 
of middling meat cut fine, black and 
red pepper In abundance and salt, 
After cooking until the bones can be 
extracted, and hot water added If not 
enough, corn cut off the cob and to- 
matocs chopped fine are added, with 
half,a pound of butter, more pepper 
and salt. Before serving add stale 
light-breadcrumbs, Never add Irish 
potatoes or butter beans or any vege- 
table save corn and tomatoes. Serve 
in a tureen. It should be the consist- 
ency of thick soup and very highly sea- 
soned. It is considered one of the 
finest of stews and has a national 
reputation. ;

All cooks do not understand the dif- 
ferent effects produced by hard and 
soft water in cooking ments and vege- 
tables.

Many 
vegetables, 28 onions, boil nearly taste- 
lesa in soft water because all the flavor 
is boiled out. The addition of salt of- 
ten checks this,'as in the case of on- 
fons, causing the vegetables to retain 
the peculiar flavoring principles, be- 
sides such nutritious: matter as might 
be lost in soft water. For extracting 
the juice of meat to make a broth or

Christiania, Norway, May 26.—Hen- 
rik © Ibsen, the Norwegian poet and 
dramatist, died at 2.30 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

King Haakon, tmmediately upon re- 
ceipt of the news of fosen's death, 
transmitted to the widow his own and 
Queen Maude’a sympathy and condo- 
fences. The Storthing and other pub- 
Me. bodies formally recorded the 'na-

tonal grief at the loss of this fore- 
most figure in the Hterary Mfe of the 
nation. The funeral will be a state 
function. 

“ Telegrams of condolence from all 
Parts of the world were received yes- 
terday by the familly of the late Henrtk 
Ibsen. 

The Storthing wili meet to-day to de- 
cide upon the fuheral, which is ex- 
pected to be the most Imposing ever 
seen in Norway. 

The great Norwegian poet and dm- 
matist was born at Skien, Norway, 
in 1838. He went to atudy medicine 
at Christiania in 1850; was director of 
the theatre at Bergen, 1851-57, and of 
the theatre at Christlanta 1857-63. He 
went to Rome in 1864, and stayed fn 
italy for ten years, and his visits to 
Norway were afterwards inade at long 
intervals. Ibsen's first. dramax were 
historical In subject, and he did not 
gain recognition till in 1862, when he 
began to take his subjects from con- 
temporary Norwegian Hfe. - 

Tosen’s dramas were marked by the 
sombre fatefulneas of the Norwegian 
Uterature, combined with modern psy- 
chology. His later plays cxhibit an 
almost morbid dissection of mora! ani 
mental abnormalities,

The men sent up to administer the 
gold country came to be known as 
banditti. Some of them did much to 
deserve the name. Grafters with 
whiskey permits, men with their 
mitts out, officials: whe put them. 
sclyes under suspicion of regarding 
their own before the country’s ine 
terests, gave the territory's admin- 
istration «an unsavory name that 
clinge to it yet. Concessions were 
granted to men who did not work 
them, but held them for speculation, 
to the detriment of the country, and 
today, though the adminsistration 
costs more than ever, the Yukon is 
a country of declining populatton and 
trade and is becoming a burden on, 
instead of a source of weath to the 
country The Saskatchewan Valley 
and other western land transactions 
brought the record down to a later 
date. Now the country is being 
wearied with the Marine Department 
extravagance, the business of the 
North Atlantic Trading Company. and 
the*brawling of the officials who 
were sent to Gieat Britain to look 
after the country's interests. These 
greater affairs are only part of the 
whole. They stand out, because of 
their size, from among « muses of oth- 
ers of smaller dimensions, by which 
men who did not deserve to profit. 
ed by drafts out of the treasury, and 
these men, the Ministers, are unable 
or unwilling to resist. So deep-seat- 
ed and general and accepted hax the 
evil become that there are public 
men of intctligence and capacity who 
think they arc doing service to the 
country by palliating and defending 
it when it should be exposed and 
censured. The party ix unrepentant. 
No. possible reform from within is 
likely to clease it. It dosa not desire 
to be cleansed. The needod change 
must’ come from without.

The carly Chris- 
tlans, or many of them, took the same 
day, but this led to charges of heresy, 
to discussion, criticism and even con- 
tempt; so it was decreed probably by 
Constantine the Great in 325 A. D., ia 
connection with the council of Nicaea, 
that the Christian festival Easter 
should be observed on the Sunday fol- 
jowing the passover, and the other 
movable fensts of the church were 
made dep: cut on this. So the ele- 
ent of a fixed day of the week was 
rought Into the calculation. 

In this year—325—the vernal equinox 
fell on March 21, and, if Caesar's work 
in establishing the Julian calendar had 
only been correct, this event would have 
happened on this date forévér. But na: 
ture seems to abhor simple ratios as sbe 
was said to abbor a vacuym. Unfortu- 
nately for simplicity the ycar is not ex- 
actly 306 days 6 hours, but about 11 
minutes 14 seconds Jess. So the inser- 
tion of the extra day in four years was 
overdoing the correction, as was known 
even in the dark ages, but after the re- 
vival of learning end the establishment 
of observatories it was commented on 
in the council of Trent and was very 
much discussed by mathematicians. 
And by the middie of the sixteenth cen- 
tury the hundreds of small errors had 
accumulated to ten days, so the vernal 
equinox fel! not on the 2ist, but on 
the 11th, of March. Fi 

This was the condition of things 
when, in 1572, Pope Gregory XIII. was 
elected. He realized the glory that tt 
would be to his reign if this confusing 
oratter was settled, and so set & com- 
pany of mathematicians to work out 
the problem, not only of rectifying the 
old errors, but of providing rules to 
prevent errors In the future.

In its simplest forin an carthquake 

Jndicator might be a tray with notched. 
edges so filled with mercury that a 
shaking of the carth would cause an 
overfiow in the direction of the more- 
ment. In the Instrument used by. scl- 
ence the pendulum is employed, yerti- 
cal by some Italians, horizontal by the 
Japanese, English, most European and 
American observers. A movement of 
the earth affects everything but the 
pendulum, which is so freely hung as 
to remain stationary, and a recording 
device makes the result visible. Of old 
with the vertical pendulum a sharp 
point drew the profile of the move- 
ments on a blackened surface. Photo- 
graphic paper in moving strips serves 
the modern Instruments.

drums. No music was to him so sweet 
as the booming of the cannon on a na- 
tional holiday. I can hear him now 
say: “Do you hear It? We old fellows 
have often had for a revellle the sound 
of those guns.” He was in that awful 
charge of the Sunken road at Fred- 
ericksburg. He ted his company there 
in deflance of Longstreet’s cannon 
sweeping over that field.

Athelsm and agnos- 
tictlsm and infidelity are in moat cases 
not a matter of the head, but of the 
Ufe. 

When a man wants to drink and to

Among the canteen men you find most 
of the acoffers and the deriders of Jesus 
Christ. Among the frequenters of the 
saloons and of the tow variety shows 
and of the places of evil resort you can 
Ond the most of those who are enemies 
of the cross.

Near the base of every well organ- 
{zed human, brain there fs aftuated 2 
curious Uttle spongy body called the 
corpus callosum, ‘This all important 
Uttle organ cohsists of a double chain 
of white nerve fibers, and it is through 
these that the two portions (hem!- 
spheres) of the brain are enabled to act 
in harmony by being continually 
drought Into anatomical and physlolog- 
ical relations with each other.

Race That Ever Lived om Barth, 
.One of the most powerful and vivid 
Geacriptive portions!of’ the book of 
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the legends of 
almostevery nation and race that 


The story, of course, varies material- 
ly In the multitudinous traditions, but 
the gist of it remains substantially the 
same—namely, that the earth was once 
‘visited by a great flood In which nearly 
every living thing was overwhelmed 
and lost. Thus in the Koran we read 


that Noah ‘constructed the ark with: 


divine‘assistance and was rallied at for 
hia pains by the wicked. When the 
time prescribed for the punishment of 
mankind arrived, water was seen to 
flow from the burning oven of Noah's 
wife, and Immediately all the veins 
and arteries of the earth broke and 
spurted out water. 

Noah was then admonished in these 
words: “Take and bring into the ark 
two couples of every kind of animal, 
male and female, with all your family, 
except who has been condemned 
by your mouth, and receive the falth- 
ful and even the unbelieving, but few 
only will enter." The Koran also says 
that the ark was built in two years 
and that it contained three stories, the 
upper one for the birds, the middle one 
for the men and the provisions and the 
hold for the beasts. Canaan, the son 
of Ham, refused to be saved. There- 
fore Noah cursed him, and his posteri- 
ty became black and were euslaved. 
The Persians assert that Ham incurred 
his father’s malediction as well. When 
six months had passed the ark rested 
on the top of Mount Djondi (Ararat), 
after having made the circult of the 
world. Tabari says that two sorts of 


animals left the ark which had not en-: 


tered It—the pig and the cat. Concern- 
ing the latter we have this interesting 
plece of information: When the rats be- 
gan to make trouble the voyagers com. 
Plaincd to Noah: Whereupon the patri- 
arch “passed his hand down the back 
of the lion, who sneezed, and the cat 
Jeaped out of its nove, and the cat ate 
the rats.”" 

According to the Talmud, Noah and 
his family and one pair of each kind of 
beast were tp be saved in the ark, but 
of every clear beast seven were to en- 
ter in. The rhinoceros, however, bad 
to be left out, for the simple but sufi- 
clent reason that its neck alone was 
three miles long. Nevertheless all the 
rabbinic writers agree that the rbf- 
noceros survived the flood; hence it Is 
Feasonable to suppose that tho huge 
beast was taken’ In tow by a rope at- 
tached 10 1m wore. evs Succes 
likewise declare that Noah extended 
his hospitality to another outsider in 
the shape of Og, the giant, who climb- 
ed on the-roof of the ark and received 
his dally food through a hole bored in 
the side of the ressel. 

Ararat has been known under this 
namo for 3,000 years, and an Armenian 
writer declares that an entire country 
Was so called after Aral the Falr, an 
ancient Armenian king, who lived 
about 1750 B.C, He fell in a bloody 
battle with the Babylonians, and the 
scene of his death was thenceforth 
known as Aral-Arat, or the Fall of

Conflict Between the Crown and the 
Nation Now Appeers to Be Inevit- 
able — Evan Constitutional Derio- 
rata Gave Free Vent to Their Pas- 
sions After Premier Goremykin's 
Address to the Lower House, — 

Bt Petersburg, Alay 28.—At the end 
of a memorable seven-hour session the 

Lower House of Parliament Saturday 


indignantly rejected the Government's 
policy as presented by Premier Gore- 





mykin, and with only seven dissent!-, 


ents, voted Iack of confidence in the 
ministry,, practically throwing down 
the gauntlet to the bureaucracy w.th 
& demand for retirement of the pres- 
ent Cabinet and its supercession by a 
ministry approved by the majority ir 
the House. 
Conflict Appears Inevitable. 


The spirit of absolute revolution is 
in the air and a confiict between the 
crown and the nation now appears tc 
bo inevitable. % 

While the House avoided the appear 
ance of delivering an ultimatum, the 
Government seems to have no altorna- 
tive except surrender or war. Tho 
gloomiest forcbodings were every 
where expressed last night, and the 
gencral impressicn is that the country 
is on the verge of a titanic struggle, 
which may be delayed but not averted. 
Despatches received from the fnterlor 
Indicate that the struggle possibly 
may be inaugurated Monday with a 
general strike when the people leara 
that all amnesty has been refused 
them. 

The Premier's Statement. 


While the Premier's statement pro 
mised co-operation with the Lowor 
House, “in so far as the latter does not 
transgress the limits of the funda- 
mental laws,” it recognized the agra- 
rian question as paramount, proposing 
to remedy the deficlency in land 
through the operation of an agrarian 
bank and migration to Siberia. It pro- 
posed the introduction of universal 
and compulsory education, the reform 
of the administration and the realliza- 
tlon of the four Ilbertles. Premier 
Goremykin’s statement, however, re- 
turned a nonpossumus on the buralog 
question raised by the House In tis 
reply to the speech from the throne. 
It declared that the Government's fiat 
and exceptional laws cannot be with- 
drawn until orderand terrorism cease. 
The expropriation of appanages of thc 
crown and church and private lands 
was declared to be inadmissible. The 
right of investigation of administra- 
tive acts, the statement declared, be- 
longed to the crown, the House har- 
ing only the power of’ Interpolation. 
Amnesty, Premier Goremykin sald, 
was solely the prerogative of the Ez 
peror, 2 

Free Range to Passions. 


Such, broadly, was the Government's 
reply to the address of the House, and 
the Premler’s words scemed to arousc 
all the Jatent resentment In the hearts 
of the members of the House. The 
Constitutional Democratic leaders for 
the first time gave free range to their 
passions, and with flaming words ora 
tor ofter orator declared the Govern 
ment’s program inadmissible, and said 
that the ministry must give way to a 
Cabinet in which the people had confi- 
dence, SM. Roditcheff announced that 
the Government's reply had dashed to 
the ground all the hopes of his hopes of 
working in harmony with thé adminis- 
tration. M. Kovalesky enacted the role 
of Mirabeau, practically paraphrasing 
the Frenchman's words, “We are here 
by the will of the people, and nothing 
but bayonets can disperse us,” while 
half a dozen peasant members hurled 
defiance at the ministry. Even Count 
Hoyden, the leader of the right, de 
serted the Government's side, saying 
that inasmuch as the Government had 
refused to redeem Its promise to re 
peal the exceptional laws, his vote was 
for censure. 

The resolution of censure as adopted 
provides that the House shall proceed 
with the order of tho day Monday, 
thus adroltly placing upon the should- 
ers of the Government the responsl- 
bility for making the next move, 


Ministry Hesitates, 


For a moment, as indicated by a 
communication issued by the official 
agency at midnight, the ministry is 
hesitating in a dilemma, being ready 
neither to reatgn itself nor dismiss Par- 
HMament, The communication says: 
“We are able to announce authorita 
tively that the rumors of a dissolution 
of Parlinment are unfounded, The Par- 
Hiament will sit until the middle of 
June, when it will take a vacation. 
The dismissal of the Ministers is a 
matter exclusively for the unfettered 
decision of the sovoroign. The speech 
of the Minister of Justice at to-day’s 
sitting of the House was an expres- 
sion of his persona! views given on his 
own initiative.” 


Want of Confidence Resolution. 


Tho text of the resolution of lack of 
consents in the Governmont adopted 
was drafted by the Labor group, 
it is as follows: 

“This declaration of the Premier, 
heard today by Parliament, contains 
the decisive declaration that the Goy- 
ernment in no way wishes to meet the 
demands of the people, and the expec- 
tation of a land of lberty and civil 
rights, enumerated in the address of 
the House in reply to the speech from 
the throne, without fulfilment of which 
pacification of the country and suc- 
cessful work by the House is impos- 
sible. By its refusal to satisfy the popu- 
lar. demands, the Government clearly 
shows its disregard of the real in- 
terests of the people and its plain 
unwillingnoss to relleve from the sha- 
dow of now disasters a country which 
{s by povorty, lawlessness 
and the continued unpunished arbi- 
trariness of the authorities. 

“The Lower House of Parliament 
considers that it is its plain duty to 
proclaim to the country its complete 
distrust of an {rresponsible ministry. 
it regards this a most necessary condi- 
tion to the pacification of thd country 
and fruitful \work by Parliament, the 
immediate resignation of the present 
Cabinet and 1

A REVOLTING. TRAGEDY 


Jaok Joyce Shoots Wife and Her 
Father and Suicides. 








Father-In-Law, Cornelius Wood, ant 
Wife, Will Die From Their Wounds 
—Terrible Story of Crime at Village 
of Railton Near Kingston—Murder- 
er Deliberately Planned: and Did 
Just What He Set Out to Do. 


ton at 7 o'clock Saturday morning. — 
+ A -man'’named ‘Jack: Joyce’ shot his 
wife and her father’ and then dellber- 
ately cut his throat, and died in a few 
minutes. The’ tragedy occurred in o 
log shanty within’s mile of Raiiton, at 
the home of Cornelius Wood, the vic- 
tm-of the shooting “~ 

Joyce’ was a quiet, simple young 
Englishman, working for William Mc- 
Cauley. Some months ago he marricd 
Cornelius Wood's daughter and appar- 
ently loved the girl and they Hved hap- 
pily together until her father interfer- 
ed and coaxed her to come home, which 
she did a few days ago,” 

‘= Three in the House. 

At the time of the tragedy the old 

man, ‘Wood, his daughter, Mrs. ‘Joyce, 


rand his son's wife were all living to- 


gether. = 

In the morning earty old man Wood 
had received a visit from his two sons, 
who had just departed for Harrow- 
amith, They met Joyce coming towards 
the house. Joyce only stayed long 
enough to threaten the old man what 


he would do Sf he did not let him have | 


his wife. Upon refusal he quickly went 
after a gun and returned with an old 
Snider rifle, loaded. They eaw him 
from thé house and the ok4 man went 
out to parley with him. 

Shoots His Wife. 

A report told the two girls that the 
father was shot. Joyce reloaded and 
again shot the old man, who had at- 
tempted to run away, but dropped not 
far from the shanty. The girls In the 
meantime had barricaded the doors, 
Joyce broke these very quickly and 
also the Inner bedroom door, and al- 
though his wife pleaded with him not 
to shoot, he shot her with the last bul- 
Jet he had and she dropped near the 
door. “ 

Apparently Joyce had deliberately 
planned what he fntended to do, for h> 
made no attempt te harm the other 
woman, who was inside. He then went 
out and wandered a littl from the 
porch. ¢ 

In the meantime the other woman 
slipped out and ran to a@ neighbor's 
for help and shorily after Joyce was 
seon In a defiant attitude, ready to 
shoot the first one who approached. 
Apparently Sydenham is the niarest 
businesa town to the tragedy, about 
two miles away. and constables were 
sworn {a to arrest the fellow. 

Cuts His Throat. 

Whon' they arrived they found him 
lying by the house with his throat cut 
fn a fearful manner. 

Kingston, May 28—Early Saturday 
morning a terrible tragedy was enactel 
near Rallton, a village about two miles 
from Sydenham, and fourteen miles 
north of here. é 

John Joyce js dead, the work of his 
owp hands, he having committode sul- 
cide by cutting his throat after havinz 
shot: and, as he thought, killed his wife 
and her father, Cornelius Woods, 

The people were very poor and lived 
in poor circumstances. They are also 
sald to be of a low callbre mentally 
and morally. The matrimonial life of 
Joyce and his wife was by ne means 
happy. Cornelius Wood, the father-in- 
law, had a somewhat bad reputation, 
and recently served a term In Jail for 
an indecent assault committed on his 
daughter. 

Father and Daughter Will Die. 

Late Saturday night Dr. Mundell, 
coroner, awore In a jury to Investigate 
the death by suicide of-Joyce, who shot 
his father-in-law and wife at Railton 


on Sunday morning. After viewing the ]- 


body the Im juest was adjourned to 
Monday afternoon. Coroner Mundell 
found Mrs, Joyce very low, and blecd- 
ing Internally. The bullet had gone 
through her body. Cornelius Wood 
wan very bad, the bullet that plerced 
his arm having penetrated his lung. 
Both were too Ill to be brought to 
Kingaton Hospital. #The coroner took 
thelr ante-mortem tements. 


LUCKY ESCAPE FROM MURDER. 





Wm. Maynard Fires Six Shots at Chas, 
Sheard and One Hits. 


East Toronto, May 28—A shooting

On Saturday afternoon Maynard went 
to the home of Sheard, where May- 
nard’s wife was at the time visiting, 
‘and give Sheard considerable abuse, 
The latter ordered him from the place 
and turned to go to. the house, when 
Maynard fred six shots in rapld .suc- 
cession. ij 

One of tho bullets took effect In 
Sheard's ‘shoulder. 

Maynard then decamped, but was ar- 
rested Sunday. 

Sheard Is resting. easily, and unless 
complications develop the wound in his 
shoulder Is not expected to prove ser- 
fous. His assailant will be arraigned to- 
day. 


Young Wife Suicides. 


Windsor, May 28.—Because her hus- 
band had refused to have anything fur- 
ther to do with her, Mrs. Roy Raymond, 
aged 31 years, took polson at her fath- 
era home on Glengarry avenue carly 
Saturday morning, from the effects of 
which she died a few hours later.

Government Announces an Agrarian 
Policy Which It le Hoped Wil! Sat- 
isfy the “Land Hunger” of the 
Peasan:e—Douma Rejects Concilia- 
tory Advances—Cotonsl Declares 
Army Should Support Parliament. 


St. Peteraburg, May 29.—Rumors of 
a shift in the Ministry everywhere 
were current last night. It is persist- 
ently reported here and at Moscow thi 
ex-Finance Minister Shipoff has recelf- 
ed an urgent summons to Peterhof/ig 
confer with Emperor Nicholas, 
sumably with regard to the formation 
of a new Cabinet, although he fre- 
quently has expressed his unwilling: 
ness to take over the Premiership. ~ 

It also is rumored that Prince Uru- 
soff has been summoned to an audience 
‘of the Emperor. 

The Agrarian Program. 

Ip the meanwhile, the present Mints- 
try, among whom thero fs, nod Daniel 
to read the handwriting on the wall in 
the attitude of the Lower House 
Parilament, is calmly going ahead 
with {ts agrarian program, which it 
hopes to submit to the Lower House 
within 2 fortnight, and, contrary to ex- 
pectations, to provide for the distribu- 
tion of millions of acres of crown lands 
in Europe and Asia. 

The Government’s policy is founded 
on the expectation that enough land 
can be obtained by the division of the 
crown lands, the clearing of a portion 
of the imperial forests, and the volun- 
tary sale of private estates to meet the 
land hunger of the peneants without 
the necessity of forced expropriation. 

Outlining these plans, Minister of 
Agriculture Stichinsky said last even- 

that the Government already had 
at {ts disposal’ 25,000,000 acres, com- 
posed of 10,000,000 acres* of crown 
arable lands, situated largely in the 
Volga region; 6,250,000 acres of clear- 
able forests and 8,760,000 acres of pri: 
Yate estates, the owners of which have 
announced their readiness to sell. 

Army With Parliament. 
There was much excitement in the 
corridors before the Lower House met 
yesterday. An officer Identified, as a 
colonel on the general staff created a 
stir by opemly declaring fn tho pres- 
ence of a score,of peasant members 
that the time had come when tho army

The Finance Minister “explained 
‘thet the “expenditure for ‘the fiscal 
year 1904-05 was some $2, 
more than he had estimated in a 
Jast budget, though. the. year had 
cloged when. he made, that: incorrect 
‘statement.
